Are Insecticides Destroying. 
Our Wildlife? 


By T. W. PUE 
With the increasing use of modern insecticides 
such as DDT, some Canadian bird lovers and sports- 
men have expressed concern about the effect of 
these chemicals on wildlife. However, a recent 
statement by Avery S. Hoyt, chief of the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quarantine of the U.S. 


| Department of Agriculture, should dispel much of 
their apprehension, 


Chemical pest control is an important element 
in conservation, said Mr. Hoyt. Forest pests now 
are regarded as guilty as forest 
fires in causing wildlife destruc- 
tion. Asa matter of fact, many 
of the devastating forest fires 
are due to insects. There is no 
need to recount what forest fires
